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INTRODUCTION 


Sinoe the opening of the Co-operative Education Centre in 1964 

a rumbor of different methods in Co-operative Education has been 
tried, They are briefly reviewed in tho be-inning of thia report 
for the roadey who may not be familiar with theso methods, thoir 
use and devoiopment in Tanzaniae 


The National Campaiza in Co~operativo Member Education has not 
previously heen tested in the country. The objectives of the oilot 
test in 1970 wore to oolleot information as to whethor the prosent 
adainistrative Bet-up was propitious to a National Gampajgn aud to 
take stook of the problems involved. 


We alao wanted to learn more about how to organise a campaign 
under the prevailing conditions; which approaches oould be used; 
fado-to-face relations} the use of illustrated matorial; what 
impsot radio education and artioles in tho Co-operative papor may 
have on a campaigns seleotion of participants and, finarly, if a 
campaign at ail would stimulate mombors to attende 


With other words wo wanted to get exporience trom the various Pacots 


or running a National Campaigns Bome of these experiences have been

Edvoation and Gatnues of mombere is of vital importanos to the 
oo-operative Sooicties, to which the members belong and to the

Generally, thera is no disagroement as to the correctness of this 
statements most coopsrators agree that s.oo-operative sooicty will 
find it aiffioult to grow, expand and :to become prosperous without 
an underlying understanding of "the nature of the Co-operative 
Sooisty" awong the members, (1). 


The problom is rather how Momber Education should be tackled; tho 
method or methods ‘to. be.used to get optimum rospongee Wo do not 
think thore’ is only; éne,;formila-nethod to which we phould rig.dly 
adhere.

The probloms were dn abundance and soon the ono-day oourss devinted 
from tho intentions of tho Handbook and beoamo rathor dicorgnised 
gatherings of pooplo, whero, ii many casos, the samo information and 
knowlodgd was repoated timo aftor timo, whioh rosilted in ehrinking 
numbers’ of. momborse’avtonding anda fooling of indifforonce and .
